PLANT WILL BE UP TO DATE

—

Iden Is To Have Smelter in Op-
eration By Spring—Forty
Tous Copper Per Day

to Be Worked.
Bpokane, Febh, 20.—The asmelter

which the Aliska SBmelting & Refining
Company Is erecting at Hadley, Prince
of Wales island, in expected to be com-
pleted by the end of the month, The
furnsces will be blown n  either In
April or May. The plant has heen buflt
primarily with & view of (reating the
low grade copper and gold ores of
southeastors Alaska. Paul Johnson,
who was recently in New York on bus-
Inefis In connection with' the smelter,
stutes that the plant will surely begin
work In the spring.

“This smelter will probably be the
mont up-to-date plant In the country,
says Mr. Johnson. “It Ia the finest
that I ever bullt, and 1 have construct-
¢l a number of them throughout the
country. Our blast furnace will handle
from 400 to 600 tons of ore a day, and
will have a capacity of 2000 tons per
day.. At first we will ship mutte, but
€.pect to put In converter works and
we will turn out hlister copper.

“There are very large bodles of cop-
per and gold bearing quarltz ore In
southeastern Alaska, which will supply
the smelter, We have at one place a
veln 160 feet wide and runs from £ to 6
pér cent In copper and carries from $4
to 856 In xold and two ounces of sliver,
We will have our own barges and
steamers to bring the ore from the
Inulnlumi to the smelter. We bhave
three or four hundred thousand tons of
ore in sight,

“The olimote is milder than In Spo-
kane, and there will be no diMeulty
about operating all winter, We will
get our coke from Wilkerson and bring
it up In our own ships, The cost of
smelting will be lower than any.pince
in the country, though I do not care to
give out the exact fgures,

“An we shall turn out about 40 tons
of copp*r a day the company Is Agur-
Ing on erecting Ita own electrolytic re-
fining works neir Seattle and creating
n market for our product in the west,
There are numerous electrolytic plants
In the east, but none in this part of
the country, We have no telegraphilc
commundcation ax yet, but witkjnstall
the Marconl system from Port Sim\peon,
76 miles fram Hadley,"
